HIGH LIGHTS OF NAE’s 
MEETING, APRIL 18-21 


Congressman Graham A. Barden, of North 
Carolina, author of the famous Barden Bill 
in the 8lst Congress and prominent Presby- 
terian layman, will speak at the Eighth 
Annual Convention of the National Associa- 
tion of Evangelicals, April 18-21, in Indian- 
apolis, Indiana, Me Sp Decker, executive 
secretary, announced today. Representatives 
of 65 Protestant denominations will attend 
the gathering in the Roberts Park Methodist 
Church to map out a strategy of evangelical 
action for the coming year. 

Organized in 1942 in Chicago, the National 
Association of Evangelicals now includes 33 
entire denominations and official represent- 
atives from several others. Its service constit- 
uency numbers over 4,000,000. 

The theme of the convention is ‘‘God’s 
Word for God’s World.” Highlighting the 
program will be Dr. Harold J. Ockenga, color- 
ful pastor of the famed Park Street Congre- 
gational Church, Boston, speaking on “Roman 
Catholicism in the Light of God’s Word”; 
Dr. Paul S. Rees, pastor of First Mission 
Covenant Church, Minneapolis, and widely 
known evangelist and Bible conference speak- 
er, having for his theme “Communism in 
the Light of God’s Word,” and Dr. Leslie R. 
Marston, executive bishop of the Free Method- 
ist Church, describing the perils of statism. 
The late Dr. Walter A. Maier, of the Inter- 
national Lutheran Hour, had accepted an 
invitation to speak. His place on the program 
will be taken by another Ryser gr of the 
Lutheran Hour, yet to be nam Other ad- 
dresses will be made by Dr. Prank Gigliotti, 
Presbyterian; Rev. Henry Bast, Reformed; 
Rev. Roy S. Hollomon, Southern Baptist; Rev. 
Cc. C. Burnett, Assemblies of God, and Dr. 
Frank Gaebelein, Reformed Episcopal. Dr. 
Stephen W. Paine, president of Houghton 
College, Houghton, N. Y., and president of the 
NAE, will deliver an address on the Conven- 
tion theme. 

Simultaneous morning sessions will be con- 
ducted by various NAE commissions on Sun- 
day School work, war relief, foreign missions, 





religious broadcasting, Christian high educa- 
tion, Christian day schools, youth, home mis- 
sions, Army and Navy chaplains, and evange- 
lism. Laymen’s meetings will be held April 
22, under the leadership of Seth A. Rohrer, 
manufacturer of Elkhart, Indiana. Mrs. Leslie 
R. Marston, of Greenville, Illinois, will pre- 
side over women’s sessions each morning. 

Three special features of the convention 
will be the inauguration of a program of 
evangelical action under a commission headed 
by Dr. Fredrick C. Fowler, pastor of Knox- 
ville Presbyterian Church, Pittsburgh, Pa. 

A unique project will be the report of the 
Commission on a Christian Philosophy of 
Education, under the leadership of Dr. Frank 
E. Gaebelein, headmaster of the Stony Brook 
Schools. This evangelical view of education, 
prepared by a company of leading evangeli- 
cal educators, is being published in boo 
form by the Oxford University Press. 

The third special feature is the report 
the Committee on International Cooperat: 
of Evangelicals, of which Dr. J. Elwin Wright, 
of Boston, is secretary. This committee will 
present to the convention a number of out- 
standing evangelical leaders from other parts 
of. the world, including Dr. Rene Pasche, of 
Switzerland, and Dr. A. H. Oussoren, of the 
Netherlands. This committee is expected to 
submit a report to the convention for its dis- 
cussion on “Why the World Council of 
Churches Is not an Adequate Means of World- 
wide Cooperation Among Evangelicals.”

An editor like one of the Cleveland Banner, who com- 
pared the Wheaton College forty-two-hour revival to 
actress Miss Bergman’s immoral conduct in having a baby 
by a man who was not her husband, and stating, “We see 
small difference between them,” would, indeed, describe 
the Lee College revival as “mass delirium,” in which two- 
thirds of the time, night and day, for a week, was spent 
in the auditorium—for that is what he said about Wheaton 
College when the outstanding features of that revival 
were repenting, confessing, restitution, consecration, 

public profession of faith in Christ Jesus— 
©. at Lee College there was all of this plus the won- 
tful experience of the baptism of the Holy Ghost with 
the initial evidence of speaking in other tongues as the 
Spirit gave utterance. I am sure, however, that hundreds 
share the opinion with me that this revival has given to 
Lee College a rebirth. Her first birth, of course, was physi- 
cal, financial, and educational, and it has been observed, 
from its very inception, that these responsibilities, though 
natural, have, however, been such a great burden as to 
impede its progress in spiritual development. This has not 
only been a matter of concern to the president and faculty 
members, but also the entire thinking ministerial- and 
lay-membership of the Church of God. In fact, those 
who have been really aware of the struggling ef- 
forts of our infant college have travailed in prayer 
that it would meet God’s standards of acceptance as suc- 
cessfully as it had, through much effort, the requirements 
of the Southern Association of Colleges for member- 
ship. There have been spiritual showers, sprinkles and 
drizzle drazzles all along upon the College, but Sunday 
t, February 12, it realized a spiritual cloudburst, and 
@::. of the Lord continued to fall through Sunday 
ght, the 19th. In fact, the blessings of the Lord were still 
upon the School in such a gracious manner that it was 
with quite a bit of difficulty that classroom work was 
resumed this morning, the 20th, and yet I am sure there 
is a different atmosphere in every classroom. 

Although the revival came as a result of prayers by the 
School and hundreds throughout the Church, yet its 
actual beginning was not planned, and I am informed 
that none of the services during the week were 
planned, And yet, though the revival was program- 
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less (with very little preaching), one could not think of 
attending a revival that was more.orderly and where things 
were done more in keeping with the evident will 
and good pleasure of the Holy Ghost. Every service was 
different, but in pretty much every service certain things 
happened that happened in the very first service; that 
is, brief messages in English, in other tongues, interpre- 
tations of the messages, confessions, repenting, resti- 
tution, students saved, sanctified, and filled with 
the Holy Ghost, sick bodies healed, and God’s will re- 
vealed to students concerning what their work should 
be in the homeland and in foreign countries. 

All the services were wonderful and unusual, but 
Saturday night’s service was the most wonderful and 
unusual of all. It was a _ sacrifice service brought 
about as unexpectedly as any of the others. A 
brother had felt for several services that a love offer- 
ing should be received for Lee College, and he 
very humbly stated himself and an offering was received 
which amounted to a matter of $200. But before this of- 
fering was concluded, a young minister stood and con- 
fessed that God had told him that the offering should be 
started off by ten dollar donations. Then he started 
taking an offering with the result that a large offering 
plate was loaded with bills of various denomination. 
When this was over, different ones began pledg- 
ing from $10 up to $500. A number working for the 
college pledged a part or all of their salary. Several of the 
teachers pledged half month and whole -‘month’s salary. 
Numbers of G. I.’s pledged half their refund on insurance 
checks, No less than sixty watches were given and the 
students began treking in and out to bring in sou- 
venirs brought back from the war. Some gave radios, 
musica] instruments, new suits of clothes, new over- 
coats and shoes; one student gave his equity in 
an automobile. Such was the order of this service 
from seven o’clock until twelve o’clock, interrupted 
only by hymn singing, testimonies, messages in tongues, 
and interpretations. It really looked as if there were no 
way nor place to close the service. I have been in numer- 
ous outstanding sacrificial mission services, but this was 
the greatest sacrificial service I have ever attended. Ac- 
tually, if the students had owned horses and cows, I 
would not have been surprised to see them come leading 
them in. 

The cash offering amounted to approximately $1,400, 
and the pledges amounted to approximately $6,000. I am 
sure that the management of the School cried out in 
their hearts, if not audibly, “Jehovah-jireh,” “The 
Lord will provide,” for, after this spontaneous service was 
in full swing, the president stated that the offering would 
help greatly in meeting the operational expenses. 

God has blessed us wonderfully in touching the hearts of 
our ministers, members, and friends, and moving them 
to cooperate in liquidating $900,000 of our debt 
on Lee College of $1,500,000. That means we lack only 
$600,000 at this writing to finish the payment of this 
property. When this is done, if not before, we should be 
in position to give more assistance to our college for opera- 
tion. If the spirit of this great revival is maintained in the 
college in genuine, old-fashioned Church of God manner, 
and it reaches out to.our churches, there is certainly go- 
ing to be no difficulty in paying off the balance we owe, 
or enrolling students to the full capacity of the College; 
and God grant that this shall be our good fortune.

Langer Bill Packs the House 


Crowds of ladies and a few men turned out 
to jam the Senate Causus Room on January 
12 to hear testimony on the Langer Bill. Similar 
to the Capper Bill considered by the Eightieth 
Congress, S. 1847 would prohibit advertising 
of beers, wines, and liquors in interstate 
commerce. The ban would include advertising 
via newspapers, magazines, radio, and tele- 
vision, where these media passed from one 
state to another. 

Among the 98 witnesses heard during the 
3-day session on the bill were Mrs. D. Leigh 
Colvin, president of the National Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union; Sam Morris, di- 
rector of the Voice of Temperance broad- 
casts from San Antonio, Texas; and Dr. 
Samuel McCrea Cavert, general secretary of 
the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in 
America. They urged the Senate Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce Committee to act 
favorably on the measure. What many of 
those testifying in favor of the bill did not 
know was that they had one strike against 
them. The day before the hearings were set 
to begin, the Distilled Spirits Institute held 
a cocktail party in the Mural Room of the 

Washington Hotel, to which they invited the 
press and many key people on Capitol Hill. 
Engraved invitations sent out by the press 
relations department of DSL invited recipi- 
ents to a a tmaes for Distillery Execu- 
tives.”

She died, at 76, of malnutrition. 

A collection of junk—old trunks, boxes,

tually penniless, except for some Queens real 
estate listed in her name. 

But little memorandum slips in one of the 
trunks aroused the curiosity of James E. 
Doherty, Jr., an attorney who was named 
executor for her estate. 

The slips bore notations such a8 “N. R. 
for John” and “N. J. Long B. Me. 

Finally, he decided the notes might rep- 
resent bank accounts. He sent out mimeo- 
p= nome letters to several hundred banks, 

if Flora Esmond ever had an account. 

News of deposits began to pour in from 
banks along the vaudeville circuit all over 
the eastern seaboard. 
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Doherty sent out more letters, inquiring 
about safe deposit boxes and listing names 


used by Miss Esmond on the stage—‘‘Flora 
tn Flora Kirton, Florence Bruce, Flora 
mph 


News of more dollars rolled in from points 
as far west as Chicago. 

The total had reached $110,000. 

One notation, “Hud Me,” led to a $17,000 
deposit in the Hudson Trust Company of 
Hoboken, N. J. 

Most of the funds had been deposited many 
years ago, while Miss Esmond was touring 
at the height of her career. 

In her later years, she soperentis had lived 
in deep poverty, never touching the scattered 
bank accounts.

The Federal Communications Commission 
has refused to revoke the licenses of 4 San 
Francisco radio stations because they alleged- 
ly refused to grant time for atheistic pro- 
grams. The Commission’s decision was given 
in a letter to Robert H. Scott, of San Fran- 
cisco, an avowed atheist, who claimed that 
stations KNBC (formerly KPO), KFRC, KGO, 
and KQW refused to grant him. broadcasting 
time. In its letter, the FCC declared: “It 
does not appear from the information sub- 
mitted by you that any program broadcast 
by the named stations was directed against 
you personally or against the position which 
you espoused. In the Commission’s view, the 
facts submitted by you do not present a 
situation in which the station has denied 
an opportunity to afford equal time for 
presentation of a controversial issue of public 
importance.”

The Smith resolution wants the Senate to 
interpret this ‘‘to incl 
precious heritage—our continuing faith in 
our dependence upon Almight; 
guidance in the affairs of men and nations.” 

Adoption of the resolution by the Senate, 
it was said, would in no way amend the pact 
or require ‘similar action on the part of the 
other 11 nations. It would simply be an in- 
terpretation of what the Senate considers the 
spiritual heritage of the U. S.

Billy Graham is not sensational, 
either in his platform appearance or 
sermon content.

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what’s going on outside the tent in 
which he pleads with the lost. 

A policeman assigned to the tent 
told me that the crowds ran all the 
way from 6,000 to 12,000 every night. 
One Monday night, the crowd was 
estimated by the police at 20,000. 


It was estimated that 300,000 people 
attended this meeting during the eight 
weeks. More than 3,000 signed cards in 
the prayer tent as first time converts 
to Christ. Possibly 5,000 signed as rec- 
lamations and as those who had an- 
swered the call of the evangelist for 
other reasons. 


Hall-marks of Revival 


There was tremendous conviction, at 
times so overpowering that men and 
women cried out. Once a businessman 
ran into the tent in the midst of the 
preacher’s sermon, weeping, and ask- 
ing where he could go to be saved. 
The evangelist stopped preaching and 
called penitents. More than a hundred 
of them crowded forward. Prominent 
people in the world of entertainment 
were converted. More than a dozen of 
the converts are themselves going out 
to preach. 

The depth of repentance that was 
manifest was proved by the fact that 
this was a “weeping revival.” That the 
conversations were genuine is illus- 
trated by one man, prominent in 
newspaper publicity in recent Grand 
Jury investigations, who, when con- 
verted, immediately went to the Grand 
Jury and confessed to perjury and 
then proceeded to go from one place 
to another, returning stolen property 
and making restitution. 

Such a harvest had never been gath- 
ered before in Los Angeles. The Billy 
Sunday meeting of the years agone 
may have been larger in attendance, 
but no such power had been mani- 
fest as we had seen and experienced 
under the great tent. Yet, the major 
denominations had nothing to do with 
the revival. The ecclesiasticism of Los 


—— 


Angeles left the campaign strictly 
alone. Trinity Methodist Church, my 
own church, was the only Methodist 
church active in the revival so far as 
I could discover. Temple Baptist 
Church, The Church of The Open 
Door, and Trinity were the only three 
large downtown churches that partic- 
ipated. But something like 400 
churches in greater Los Angeles were 
in on the meeting. 

The Southern Baptists and many 
other Baptist churches were in. Sev- 
eral Presbyterian churches united 
with the effort, though the organiza- 
tion held aloof. Some of the smaller 
Congregational churches were in. But 
many of the smaller religious bodies 
entered in wholeheartedly—the As- 
sembly of God, the Church of The 
Four Square Gospel, the Church of 
God, the Pentecostals. The Christian 
Church furnished some of the best 
workers and cooperated generally. But 
the large, powerful, strong ecclesiasti- 
cal groups did not unite. 


Workers Together With Him 

Thus the pattern is clearly defined. 
It was as in the days of Sunday, and 
Moody, and Finney, and Wesley, and 
Luther, and Christ Himself. The mul- 
titudes came to pray and repent and 
find Christ. The ecclesiastical leaders 
and their following remained aloof, 
some of them scoffing, some condemn- 
ing, some questioning, and some won- 
dering. But the revival fires swept 
with consuming power despite the 
absence of high church dignitaries 
and those who make up their or- 
ganizations. 


God Was There 

An Olympic runner of interna- 
tional fame, who was a hero of 
the late war, having spent 47 days on 
a life-raft, told of his conversion. A 
politician, connected with all kinds of 
scandal, told humbly of how Jesus had 
saved him. Stuart Hamblen, the best 
known radio entertainer in Los An- 
geles, told of his conversion, of giving 
up his string of race horses and sur- 
rendering to a call to preach. Thus 
that meeting proceeded until glory 
really crowned the mercy seat. 

And yet, in spite of this tremendous 
spiritual upheaval that has shaken 
Los Angeles and jarred the nation to 
attention, some poor, shrivelled souls 
will stand in their pulpits and declare 
that the day of mass evangelism is 
over, and the revivals of our fathers 
will never come again. Yes, the days of 
revivals are past—for them! How sad!

It seems that the thing the whole 
Church has been praying for began 
in Lee College. The revival that al- 
most unexpectedly broke out Sunday 
night, February 12, was still going 
strong Thursday, February 16. It was 
the talk of the town. One was greeted 
at every corner, “Have you been to 
the revival at Lee College?” I was 
happy to answer in the affirmative,

Teachers who have been in the 
School for years are not reluctant 
in saying that it was the best revival 
in the history of the School.

Yet, while the dormitories 
and campus were void of people, the 
auditorium was filled. Scores of stu- 
dents were tarrying before God all 
day and late into the night. Meals 
seemed to have been forgotten. Some 
were seeking God for salvation; oth- 
ers were seeking God for more of 
His Holy Spirit in their lives. The 
whole atmosphere seemed to be holy. 
Words cannot describe the revival. We 
know that the whole Church will re- 
joice with us. If such a spirit remains 
in the School, we venture to say that 
our college will be overrun with stu- 
dents in the near future. 

Not only was this a great revival in 
this School, but we have already had 
the report of a great revival in the 
Canadian School, in which nine re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost in one day and 
sixteen were baptized, and that in the 
school in Minot, N. Dak., every teach- 
er and student has received the Holy 
Ghost. We are expecting similar re- 
ports from the West Coast Bible 
School and the missionary school in 
Texas. We hope the revival will not 
only spread through our institutions 
of learning but through the entire 
Church.

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What About Canada?

My conception of Canada some- 
time ago was that it was very bleak 
and cold. I had heard many stories 
and wondered in my mind, “Can all 
these things be true—of snow-bound 
people, stone cold churches, and a 
dead Bible School?” 

Perhaps you wonder also about Can- 
ada. What is the Church of God do- 
ing in Canada? Where are the great 
reports of a mighty revival and all 
the great healings and wonders that 
should be taking place? We have 
them; they’re here. The gifts of the 
Spirit and the workings of God are 
evident in the Church of God in 
Western Canada, and I could name 
many marvelous healings and work- 
ings of the Spirit although the mem- 
bership is small and financial sup- 
port limited. 

Our mission fields are large and 
far away, but don’t forget this land 
just to the north. Many souls here 
are still without Christ. A mission 
field is up here—a mission field in 
need of men and women who will 
give their lives and efforts to spread 
the gospel and defend the faith once 
delivered to the saints. 

Our people are building a church 
in Estevan, Sask. They wanted to 
pour the foundation before the 
weather got bad.

The day after it was completed, the 
weather broke and the snow and cold 
came. 

We have two new churches and our 
total membership in Western Can- 
ada is approximately one-third 
larger than before this period. Re- 
vivals have been going on, and God 
is showing His people once again that 
He hasn’t changed at all. Our church- 
es are becoming more and more like 
the REAL Church of God we know. 
The singing is even beginning to 
sound like the “old time” singing.
